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Summary 

The Arisaema yamatense group in Japan consists of three taxa, i. e. A. 
yamatense subsp. yamatense, A. yamatense subsp. sugimotoi and A. abet. A. abei 
is distributed in Shikoku, and characterized by the smooth lamina of spathe, 
the more or less complanate and rugose appendage of spadix, and the late 
flowering season. 
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
